through its own business receipts.

Dont believe the rumors. The Parks 
and Recreation Department still plans to 
open the spray park at School Street Park 
in less than two weeks time, exactly as 
planned. 

“We are not budgeted to open un- 
til July 1; noted Chris Sparks, the parks 
director, but the popular facility could 
open “possibly a couple days early, if ev- 
erything goes well” 

Workers are sandblasting and re- 
painting the splash pad deck, which has 
seen some of its original paint chip since 
it opened in 2015. Sparks said he expects 
that work to be finished this month. 

The park will be open 11 a.m. to 7 
p.m. daily during the summer, exactly 
the same schedule as in 2016, and Sparks 
said he is confident in his water budget.

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Housing plan calls for zoning laws, spending

Apartments in commercial zones, apartments on town- 
owned open space and subsidies for existing apartments 
are among the affordable housing plans in the town’s draft 
Housing Production Plan. 

Jennifer Goldson, a Boston-based consultant, prepared 
the plan in conjunction with town and regional planners 
and two public workshops earlier this year. The primary 
goal of the plan is to bring Agawam into compliance with 
Chapter 40B of state law, which requires 10 percent of its 
housing to be designated “affordable, meaning it is subsi- 
dized or deed-restricted at a cost appropriate for a house- 
hold earning 80 percent of the regions median income. 
Towns that fall short of this standard are vulnerable to an 
“unfriendly 40B” development, in which a developer is al- 
lowed to ignore local zoning restrictions as long as it pro- 
vides affordable housing. The Way Finders (formerly HAP) 
property on Mill Street is expected to be developed under a 
40B comprehensive permit, with greater density than town 
zoning would otherwise allow. 

Currently, about 4 percent of Agawamss housing units 
are considered “affordable. To meet the state's 10 percent 
requirement, the town would have to add 742 units. Aga- 
wam could gain one-year “safe harbor’ exemptions from 
Chapter 40B by producing 60 units per year. 

James Cichetti, the City Council president who also 
chairs the town's Housing Committee, said at a June 6 com- 
mittee meeting that the town may look to invite a devel- 
oper, on the town's own terms, to take care of one or two 
years worth of “safe harbor” units at a time. 

“I think the goal is to get somebody similar like HAP, 
to do a friendly 40B; Cichetti said. “You get somebody to 
come in and do that, and youve got your 60 to 120 [units] 
there. 

Committee member Vin Ronghi, however, said the 
town has only a limited number of parcels that could han- 
dle 60 additional units at a time. He said the town should 
look at converting existing units to “affordable” status by 
providing subsidies, rather than building hundreds of new 
units over the next few years. The town should use its hous- 
ing dollars to help existing properties lower their rents and 
attract low-income tenants. 

“How we get it the fastest is [to] focus on rental and talk 
to existing landlords,’ he said. “At the end of the day, these 
folks are in it to make money. 

The draft report identifies four “development sites” 
that public workshop participants said merited further 
study for future housing: Tuckahoe Turf Farm, a massive 
town-owned parcel in Feeding Hills; open space next to 
Brady Village, an Agawam Housing Authority property on 
Springfield Street; and two private properties on Walnut 


Street Extension, Games and Lanes and the Agawam Bowl. 

The draft plan lists as Agawam’s key housing needs: 

e More multi-unit rental housing, particularly in walk- 
able, mixed-use areas such as the “downtown” envisioned 
on Walnut Street Extension. 

e Rehabilitation assistance programs for low-income 
homeowners. 

e Foreclosure prevention and assistance. 

e Housing options for households with extremely low 
incomes ($21,000 or less for a two-person household). 

e Housing options for large families (five or more peo- 
ple) with low incomes. 

e Accessible and service-enriched housing options for 
seniors and those with mental or physical disabilities. 

e Housing options for middle-income small families. 

At the June 6 meeting, Housing Committee members 
agreed to ask their consultant to change the wording of the 
foreclosure item to make it clear that the town could pro- 
vide information and referrals to help residents hold on to 
their homes, but should not be spending taxpayer money 
or employee time fighting foreclosures. 

Cichetti said the solution for the first goal, adding rent- 
al housing in commercial districts, is the same as he had 
proposed to combat blight in commercial zones. 

“That's what a redevelopment authority does, Cichetti 
said. “If were going to go down this path, we might as well 
have a redevelopment authority. 

Finding, planning, acquiring and building housing 
projects will require a “focused effort, the draft report 
says. Goldson recommends creating a municipal housing 
trust, which could be funded by the Community Preserva- 
tion Act and federal grants, and would have the authority 
to work with developers and purchase land parcels. She 
also recommends building affordable housing on current 
town-owned parcels such as Tuckahoe and Brady Village, 
and working with current privately owned apartment 
buildings in town to set aside a portion of their units as 
“affordable” 

The plan also asks the town to adopt zoning ordinances 
that would allow for the development of affordable homes 
on undersized lots in neighborhoods where such homes al- 
ready exist as grandfathered exceptions; allow denser sub- 
divisions for developers who include affordable housing or 
pay a fee to the housing trust; encourage “visitability” and 
accessory apartments to allow more housing options for 
seniors and those with disabilities; and extend the Walnut 
Street Extension mixed-use concept to other commercial 
areas in town, such as Feeding Hills Center. 

Goldson will present a final draft at the City Council 
meeting on Monday, June 19. Even if the plan is adopted, 
each component would have to be implemented separate- 
ly by the appropriate board or official in town government. 
Any spending would require a new vote by the council.

Thomas Schnepp, an assistant principal at Agawam 
High School for the past 13 years, is being promoted to 
principal at the school. He will succeed Steve Lemanski, 
who will become the district's new superintendent July 1. 

Schnepp, one the school’s three assistant principals, 
was introduced to the School Committee at the June 13 
meeting. Schnepp has worked closely with Lemanski 
during his tenure at the school.

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thriving in the future.’ 

Documenting natural resources will 
help the state Department of Conserva- 
tion and Recreation develop and update 
its management plans. Results will also 
be shared with the Agawam Conservation 
Commission. 

The BioBlitz will provide a good sense 
of the different organisms that reside at the 
park. Bobskill said the BioBlitz will empha- 
size that Robinson State Park is a valuable 
place for the community and wildlife. 

“The park is home to so many different 
organisms and, frankly, it’s extraordinary, 
said Bobskill. “Its meaningful for me to 
give back to the park and community in a 
way that would ensure the conservation of 
Robinson State Park for years to come.’ 

The BioBlitz will coincide with Robin- 
son State Park Day, which is held annually 
on the third Saturday of June and is orga- 
nized by the Friends of Robinson State 
Park to celebrate the park’s biodiversity. 
The event is sponsored by Matt Largess of 
Largess Forestry Inc. of Rhode Island. 

Bobskill said she is “extremely excited” 
about the BioBlitz. 

‘Tve been working so hard with the 
Friends of Robinson to set it up, she said. 
“I absolutely love science and especially 
biology, so it will be enlightening to work 
with scientists who have really advanced 
themselves in their careers.’ 

Bobskill is already a member of the 
Friends group, and has helped them per- 
form yearly stream assessments through 
macroinvertebrate testing. 

“Some macroinvertebrates can only 
survive in certain environments and by 
seeing which live where, we can accurately 
tell how healthy the stream is,’ explained 
Bobskill. 

She added that a high population of a 
macroinvertebrates can only live in pris- 
tine water, clear of metals and other toxins. 

“That’s how we determine if a body of 
water is clean, she said. “However, if the 
macroinvertebrates that inhabit clean wa-

and others that can survive in unclean wa- 
ter are around, we can safely say that the 
water may not be as clean as it should be.’ 

Bobskill has been preparing for the 
BioBlitz for several months. She's emailed 
specialists and others who would be inter- 
ested in volunteering. Those range from 
Bobskill’s own school friends, including 
some from AHS’s National Honor Society, 
as well as professional scientists. 

“We have a lot of volunteers with no 
particular organism specialties, but about 
10 volunteers who have a specialty, she 
said. “Were still looking for more people to 
help, even those with no special training. 
Volunteers are needed to take photos, help 
set up and take down, assist the scientists, 
and compile and record data. 

Biology is her favorite subject and 
Bobskill is considering a career as a bio- 
chemist or a wildlife biologist. 

“I love anything to do with organisms 
and life processes, she said. 

Her love of biology and the environ- 
ment has been fostered by her mother, 
Nancy Bobskill, who taught environmental 
science at AHS. 

“My mother has encouraged me a lot 
and has helped by introducing me to some 
scientists she knows, Veronica said. 

She is already looking ahead to next 
year and planning to make her second 
BioBlitz even better. 

“My thought for next year is to hold a 
series of BioBlitzes rather than try to do 
it all on one day in June, she said. “There 
are many birds, plants, and other species 
that can be better identified earlier in the 
spring, so that might attract a different 
group of people as well?’ 

Because the park holds such a special 
place in her heart, Bobskill wants to help 
preserve it so others can enjoy it: “The 
BioBlitz is one way I can help make sure 
the park will be around for others to enjoy 
for many years.

The entry fee to the park's main en- 
trance, at North and Colemore streets 
in Feeding Hills, is $8 per Massachusetts 
car, $10 per out-of-state car; senior dis- 
counts apply.

Robinson State Park Day activities 
begin in the early morning hours and 
go into the evening, possibly until mid- 
night.

for capital expenses such as golf carts and 
lawnmowers, and to balance its operating 
budget. 

Roberto said almost every municipal 
golf course in Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts saw its revenues decline this year. City 
Councilor Richard Theroux agreed that Ro- 
berto “can't make the weather. 

Rossi did not criticize Robertos man- 
agement of the course, but asked for an 
outside audit of the golf course operation. 
He noted that when he began serving on a 
City Council subcommittee dedicated to 
the golf course a few years ago, revenues 
were $1 million a year; they have declined 
to half that, he said. 

“Nobody is asking the question, ‘Why?’ 
Its been deteriorating over that time, Ros- 
si said. “As long as nobody pays attention to 
it, it's going to continue to go down,’ 

He suggested that the course brand 
itself as a “blue-collar golf course, with 
holes designed to make it easier for casual 
golfers to record better scores. If the course 
were less difficult, Rossi said, people would 
feel good about playing it and come back 
more often. 

Theroux said the towns decision to 
operate a golf course had to do with more 
than profitability. The town’s intention, in 
acquiring the golf course property, was to 
retain it as recreational land and ensure 
that it is not developed into housing. 

The golf course deficit affects next year’s 
budget, which the City Council will consid- 
er during a public hearing at its meeting 
Monday, June 19, at 7 p.m. in the Roberta 
Doering School auditorium. Also on that 


nights agenda, councilors will consider a 
$73,000 transfer from the town’s reserve 
fund in the current fiscal year to cover the 
cost of replacing the roof at the golf course 
clubhouse. 

In a letter last month to Mayor Richard 
Cohen, Roberto said the clubhouse roof 
“has been in disrepair for quite some time 
now, with leaks severe enough to cause 
ceiling tiles to drop onto patrons at a birth- 
day party in the banquet hall last fall. 

The banquet facility's walls and ceilings 
show several cracks, and water stains are 
“constantly” appearing in the downstairs 
golf shop area, Roberto reported. 

“The quality of the roof has affected the 
aesthetics of the facility, as well as causing 
a potential hazard for injury, Roberto said 
in his letter. “The roof is in dire need of re- 
placement’ 

Douglas White, the town’s building 
maintenance director, also recommended 
“urgent” replacement of the failed shingled 
roof and 20-year-old flat roof, which “has 
seen many repairs in previous years. 

Last month, the town bid a project to 
replace the entire shingled portion of the 
roof and parts of the flat roof, including 
portions underneath mechanical fixtures 
that will have to be disconnected, lifted 
and re-seated. The apparent low bidder 
for the work quoted a base cost of $53,500, 
with a $1,950 alternate to add new gutters 
and downspouts, and a $13,800 alternate 
to replace the entire flat portion of the roof, 
rather than only a part. The other two bids 
were more than $9,000 higher for the base 
project alone.

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expensive building would be more palat- 
able to elected officials. 

“What Im hearing as vibes from the 
council is that if we went for the whole 
ECC-kindergarten facility at $26 million, 
that was a dealbreaker, Sapelli said this 
week. “For just preschool, [the architects] 
said it would be about $12 million; maybe 
that would be a bit more doable’ 

For now, the schools are asking the City 
Council to allocate $150,000 in the town's 
capital improvement budget for detailed 
schematics of a preschool-only ECC. The 
capital plan will be discussed at the June 19 
council meeting. 

A subcommittee of the School Commit- 
tee is working with Habeeb and Associates 
of Norwell, Mass., which conducted a fea- 
sibility study for the new Early Childhood 
Center and worked on last year’s proposal. 
Steve Habeeb, the principal architect, said 
$12 million may be on the high end of the 
price range, depending on site conditions 
and on exactly what features town offi- 
cials ask to have included in the building. 
The original plan featured a hub build- 
ing with offices and other shared spaces, 
and three classroom wings, two of which 
were for kindergartners. It was estimated 
at between 50,000 and 63,000 square feet. 
Habeeb said his team has not determined 
the square footage of a preschool-only 
building. He said it will be “significantly 
reduced’ but still more than one-third the 
size of the original proposal. In addition to 
the preschool classrooms, he said, “you still 
need a main office, you still need the utility 
spaces, you still need the food preparation 


and eating and the nurse and all those an- 
cillary spaces that make up the core.’ 

The building and its site plan will be de- 
signed to accommodate a future “Phase II” 
wing including kindergarten classrooms. 
The new building would be built on what is 
now the front lawn of Agawam Junior High 
School, property owned by the town. It will 
likely be a one-story building, though the 
final decision has not yet been made, Ha- 
beeb said. 

Habeeb is slated to meet with the ECC 
building subcommittee on Tuesday, June 
20. 

Any building costs for the preschool will 
have to be borne entirely by Agawam tax- 
payers. The state's School Building Author- 
ity, which provides partial reimbursement 
grants for school construction, would pay 
for a kindergarten building, but does not 
fund pre-K projects. 

Agawam school officials have been 
pushing for a new ECC to relieve a space 
crunch at the “temporary” Perry Lane 
structure that opened in 1994. Two over- 
flow preschool classes are now held at 
Granger School. Additionally, each of the 
four elementary schools has art and mu- 
sic teachers traveling from classroom to 
classroom with their materials on carts, 
and specialists using sub-standard spaces, 
such as auditorium stages, as offices, Sa- 
pelli said. Moving kindergartners to a new 
building would free enough classrooms 
at Clark, Granger, Phelps and Robinson 
Park schools to properly accommodate all 
teachers in grades 1-4.

Task force looking at stormwater drain system 


When rainfall hits the ground, it can 
move in mysterious ways. If it hits earth, it 
often soaks in. If it hits a rooftop, driveway, 
parking lot, or roadway, chances are it will 
run off into the nearest street drain, move 
through a series of pipes and then out to 
a nearby stream, and the Westfield and 
Connecticut rivers. But it can pool in many 
places, as well, especially where the drain- 
age system itself is failing. 

In Agawam, the Department of Public 
Works maintains some 4,757 street drains, 
also called catch basins, 122 miles of drain 
pipe, and 2,352 manholes to convey storm 
flows to the town’s 512 outfalls that outlet 
to waterways, which themselves involve 
some 3.2 miles of culverts maintained by 
the DPW. To most of us, this storm sys- 
tem is invisible. Only when things start to 
fall apart or fail does it become clear that 
this infrastructure is critically important. 
While roughly 17 percent of this system 
was installed in the last 30 years, the rest of 
the system is older or the age is unknown. 

New federal Clean Water Act permit re- 
quirements seek to reduce polluted storm 
flows from developed areas to rivers and 
streams. These requirements entail water 
quality sampling within the storm sys- 
tem, promoting stormwater management 
practices that better soak up rather than 
convey rainfall, and more frequent street 
sweeping and street drain cleaning, among 
other actions. Public Works Director Chris 
Golba notes, “When you align proper care 
of our aging storm system with these new 
permit requirements, we have our work 
cut out for us.’ 

A newly formed 10-member Storm- 
water Advisory Task Force is working 
with DPW officials to help figure out how 
to better fund the work of caring for the 
storm system and reduce polluted flows 
from developed areas. For years, storm 
system work has been paid through the 
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towns general fund, which is funded by 
property taxes. With the age of the system 
and more stringent federal requirements, 
the level of effort and costs for this work 
will increase significantly. The amount of 
this increase is something that consultant 
Amec Foster Wheeler is evaluating for the 
task force through interviews with DPW 
officials about the system, and careful re- 
view of available data and effort needed to 
meet permit requirements over the next 
five years and beyond. 

In the coming months, task force mem- 
bers will be learning all they can about 
stormwater and how it is managed in 
Agawam so that by year’s end, they can 
make recommendations on the services 
that should be provided and how best to 
proceed with funding the program. ‘This 
preliminary work in exploring sustain- 
able funding for the stormwater program 
is made possible through a MassDEP 319 
grant to the Pioneer Valley Planning Com- 
mission, which has been working closely 
with DPW officials. This project will also 
include conversations with stakeholders to 
understand what stormwater issues most 
concern residents and businesses. For 
starters, the project has a web page that 
contains a summary of the project, mate- 
rials from the two recent Task Force meet- 
ings, and an interactive map identifying 
problem stormwater drainage locations, at 
www.agawam.ma.us/SW-TaskForce.

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For many — 260 — that new beginning 
means committing to go to a four-year col- 
lege or university or attending a two-year 
college.

Before seniors received their diplomas 
and moved the tassels on their caps from 
the right side to the left side to officially 
become graduates, they listened to some 
inspiring words from their class leaders, 
school administrators, and the mayor.

will stumble and fall along the way, “but 
look around. You are not alone. All of your 
family, friends, teachers, and the Agawam 
community are by your side rooting for you 
— and always have been. No matter what 
happens, I hope we will always work in uni- 
ty and love, instead of being quick to turn 
in judgment against one another. 


‘Never forget’ 

“We made it. This is it; said class Presi- 
dent Jonathan “Jonny” Kelley. “It’s a pretty 
big deal. We've all worked diligently and ac- 
complished a lot to get here” 

While life is too long to guarantee that 
high school is the best four years of their 
lives, Kelley said it’s the most important 
four years of their lives. 

“We came in as young teens, prepared 
only with the high school advice given to us 
from friends and family, Kelley said. “Little 
did we know that we were eventually just 
going to have to experience and learn those 
things the hard way.’ 

He added that high school is where stu- 
dents learn the strengths and weaknesses 
of both others and themselves: “It’s where 
you experienced your first failures and 
heartbreaks, along with successes and tri- 
umphs.
